“We're trying to figure out a 
way to reduce the waste that comes 


out of restaurants and cafeterias on 
campus,” she said. 

ECO volunteers will be in SUB 
and CAB next week, asking 
students if they would be willing 
to give up non-recyclables in favor 
of re-usable plates and cups. The 
surveys are only a few questions 
and should take less than five 
minutes, Farrand said. 

If responses are favorable, 
Farrand said she hopes to see the 
project take off next year, but 
added more work has to be done 
before a definite date can be set. 

“Our goal would be to have it 
ready to go in September, but I 
don’t know if that’s realistic at this 
point.” 

According to a waste audit 
done by the University’s Building 
Services Division, 14.5 pounds of 
Styrofoam cups are thrown away 
in one day on campus. Paper cups 
make up six pounds of waste, 
while plastic comes to about 9.5 
pounds in one day.

There’s more to fungi than

As curator of the University of 


. | Alberta’s microfungus collection, 


Sigler finds a world of fascination 
in the 8,672 fungal samples under 


“| her care. 


“T’ve been here 25 years and I’ve 


| never had a dull day.” she says. 


One of the fields she and her 
staff work in is mycology, or 
identification of fungi. Holding up 
a petri dish with a sample growing 
on it, Sigler says she and her staff 
are often asked to assume the role 
of detective to help local hospitals 
identify fungal infections. The 
sample she offers comes from a 
scalp infection found on an infant. 

“You really need experience in 
many areas to identify the 
organisms,” she explains. But when 
an identification is made, 
particularly ona difficult organism, 
“it’s like Eureka!” 

With the eighth-largest fungal 
collection in the world at their 
disposal, she and her staff have a 
better chance of identifying 
mysterious molds than hospitals do. 
“We have an advantage—we have 
all these historical examples right 
under our noses.” 

Hospitals aren’t the only places 
asking for identifications, however. 
Sigler often receives requests from 
people in agriculture and forestry, 
for example. 

Live samples of each organism 
are kept in ultra-cold storage at the 
Devonian Botanic Garden, where 
the Microfungus Collection’s offices

are located. Cryo-preservation 
stores the samples at -196°C, and 
can preserve them for 50 years or 
more. With just a little sterilized 
water and a petri dish, samples can 
be regrown years after being frozen. 
New samples are being added 
to the collection every year, she says. 
“It grows by leaps and bounds. 
We add into the collection ... 300 to 
400 a year.” 
Even more samples can come in 
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when U of A students do research 
projects there. Sean Abbott, who is 
working on his Ph.D., and Trevor 
April, who is working on his 
Masters, both use the microfungus 
collection in their work. April is 
looking at the possibility of using 
fungi as a bioremediator which 
would clean up traces of oil and gas 
often left around flame pits used by 
gas companies. 

As more samples come in, they 
are added to the thousands of 
samples already listed in the centre’s 
catalogue. Clients from around the 
world use the catalogue to order 
samples. “They may ask for [a 
sample] by properties or by name. 
We try to provide that information 
and they decide of they want to 
obtain that organism from us.” 

Requests come from a variety of 
sources, from researchers to 
pharmaceutical companies. Sigler 
likens the microfungus collection to 
a library, where, for a small fee, 
anyone can have access to the 
resources there. “There’s no pointin 
having them and not using them.” 

The microfungus collection, 
however, is a living library of 
microscopic organisms; unlike a 
museum where artifacts can be put 
aside until there’s more time to 
catalogue and store them, staff have 
to constantly keep on top of 
incoming samples. “It’s got that 
living aspect. The garden and this 
collection are out of the mainstream 
campus collections,” says Sigler. 

Sigler also teaches a course on 
fungi in the human environment, as 
well as giving lectures to medical 
residents and students in medical 
lab programs. When she’s not 
teaching on the U of A campus, 
however, she can be giving lectures 
as far away as New Zealand and 
China. Sigler often takes inanimate 
samples from the collection’s 
herbarium to these courses, which 
means she can cross international 
boundaries without the problems 
and paperwork of transporting live 
samples. 

In the very near future, Sigler 
wants to take her collection into 
cyberspace. “As soon as we can, we 
want to get this out on the Internet. A 
lot of collections are already out there.”

Campus food bank preps 
for Christmas rush

Before the visons of sugar- 
plums do the Macarena in your 
head, spare a thought for fellow 
students who won't have all the 
trimmings with their Christmas 
dinner, says Afzal Upal. 

Upal, who chairs the Campus 
Food Bank Board of Directors, said 
the Food Bank is preparing for the 
annual Christmas rush by taking 
orders for Christmas hampers. 

“It’s a special hamper we 
prepare for Christmas. It has some 
special things in it like turkey, yams, 
tea, coffee, chocolate, stuffing mix, 
oranges and includes a gift for 
children,” he said. 

Many of the people receiving 
Christmas hampers are students 
with families, he said. Last year, 279 


Asked if the foodbank could 
survive without the help of these 
groups, Upal said, “I wouldn’t want 
to imagine it.” 

Donations this year are close to 
last year, with the food bank 
receiving a refreigerator and a 
$3,000 donation. “$3,000 is a big 
help,” he said. 

The Christmas hampers take up 
a significant porton of the Foodbank’s 
budget each year, he added. In 1995, 
about $1,500 was spent on hampers. 

Students can apply for a 
Christmas hamper anytime before 
Dec. 17. Hampers will be given out 
on Dee. 20. 


hampers were requested, which | ~ 


helped feed 58 children. 

“Typically four or five people 
come in every week, so [Christmas] 
is a lot more than that.” 

The Campus Food Bank relies 
on the universty community for its 
donations, Upal said. Student 
groups raise the most in cash and 
donations for the Foodbank by 
holding various activites 
throughout the year. 

Last year, the food bank 
collected a total of $5,000 worth of 
donations. About $3,300 of this 
came from student groups. 

“The majority are group 
donations, but the proportion of 
individual donations has been 
increasing over the last three or four 
years, and group donations have 
been going down, which has us 
really worried.”

HAPPY DAZE 


Once again, the Power Plant is host- 
ing live bands. Tonight features three up- 
and-coming local bands which sound 
technician and 16 Daze guitarist Robin 
Nash hopes will be the start of many such 
nights. This is a test to see if the univer- 
sity crowd will support bands once again 
at the venue, since certain shows last year 
were not sold-out affairs. 

Nash’s involvement with the Power 
Plant helped get 16 Daze involved, but he 
believes their music will show they de- 
serve the headlining spot. “We really try 
to focus on putting out as many good 
sounding originals as we can,” explains 
Nash. “We’re multi-versatile, there’s lots 
of transition involved our set and that’s 
what people like, the quick change.” The 
show tonight will feature bassist Dylan 
Wappel and Nash, and they’ve borrowed 
XIth House drummer Mike to help with 
the show. 

The band has been around for about 
two-and-a-half years, but previous con- 
tinual changes to the lineup kept them 
from developing a place in the local scene. 
They released a demo two years ago, and 


plan to record a CD this year. “We thought 
we would concentrate on writing as many 
songs aS we could so we would be pre- 
pared when we get to the studio. We want 
to have a bunch of songs to choose from 
when we go in.” Nash and Wappel col- 
laborate on their songwriting and Nash 
plans to do the production and mixing 
himself with his sound company Orca 
Sounds Productions. 

The sound of the music blends punk- 
pop, reggae, jazz and other influences to 
produce what Nash describes as accessi- 
ble. “We want to attract all kinds of peo- 
ple because our music appeals to people 
from every age group. We’ve had little old 
ladies come to shows and giggle at some 
of our lyrics,” he laughs. 

Nash met Mike from Big Red Caboose 
at a corner store and they decided to work 
together for this show. Billingsgate are, as 
Nash describes them, “a nice bunch of 
guys that like their whiskey.” 

If the show goes well, an old friendly 
place could give local bands the opportu- 
nity to showcase their talents. Nash hopes 
the venue will support the local scene and 
concentrate on building more of a fanbase 
for bands that would otherwise be left out. 
As Nash says, “There’s good music out 
there.”

The Edmonton Composers’ Concert Society 
puts an end to musical ugliness 


This is an event that you definitely don’t 
want to miss. The seven concerts of the New 
Music Festival series present opportunities 
to hear Canadian and world premieres from 
various local, Canadian, and international 
composers. Many of the pieces by local com- 
posers are students, professors, and U of A 
graduates, some of which you might even 
know. You might be interested in expand- 
ing your aural experience by listening to 
compositions from around the world or the 
music of your peers here at the U of A, but 
whatever the case, the New Music Festival 
offers that and more. 

The New Music Festival is sponsored by 
the Edmonton Composers’ Concert Society 
every year, and this year happens to be the 
fifth and, according to many, the best to date. 
Piotr Grella-Mozejk, president of the Edmon- 
ton Composers’ Concert Society, feels that “in 
the last few decades, the so-called new music 
did not have good press. Right now, many 
composers have left the ivory tower of self- 
ish, pseudo-avant-gardist ugliness and started 
writing pieces which offer much more than a 
bunch of dissonant noises.”

My Dog Popper has been in existence 
for over a decade and has “employed” mem- 
bers from such bands as Bootsauce, SNFU, 
and an AC/DC cover band Wall of Angus. 
After what sounds like hundreds of 
breakups, the third release from this band 
emerges a victorious salute to one of the con- 
tributors who passed away last year. Coleen 
McIntyre, nicknamed Fifi and the reason for 
the album’s name, co-wrote eight of the 
original songs and contributed bass to a 
good plenty of those. 

The release is full of strangeness. The 
mixture of hard beats, light musical sounds, 
distortion, spoken word scenarios, and nut- 
tiness reassure the listener not to take the 
contents too seriously, but rather to enjoy the 
fun.
